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Two Full Slates Battle for Votes 
At Greenbelt Homes Annual Meeting

Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI) members will choose 
from among two slates to fill five seats on the nine-mem¬ 
ber Board of Directors in the annual meeting and elec¬ 
tions on May 19/20. The annual meeting will begin as 
soon after 8 p.m. as a quorum is established on Wednes¬ 
day, May 19 at the Greenbelt Theatre in Roosevelt Cen¬ 
ter. 


Only one item of business is 
on the agenda — a proposed 
amendment to the bylaws to 
allow use of absentee ballots in 
the annual elections. If approved, 
this action will implement a de¬ 
cision made during last year’s 
annual meeting. 

Two Slates 

For the first time in many 

years there are two full slates 
of candidates vying for election 
or re-election to the board. The 
contentious fight between the 
opposing groups is the only hot 
issue sparking interest in this 
year’s annual meeting and elec¬ 
tion. The voting for five board 
members (four for two-year 

terms and one for a one-year 

term) and three audit commit¬ 

tee members begins after the 
Wednesday night meeting and 
continues from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m. 
on Thursday, May 20. 

Incumbents running for the 
board are Al Freas, Betty Deitch 
and Wayne Williams. Joining 
them on their slate “Our Team," 
are Bill Phelan and John O’Boyle. 

The “Rock the Boat’’ challen¬ 
gers include two present audit 
committee members, Virginia 
Moryadas and Ed James, and a 
prior member of the committee, 
Bob Rashkin. Joining their slate 


are Walter Morse and Kathy 
Weber. 

With no clear issues dividing 
the two slates, choices this year 
will likely be made more on 
philosophy and experience, in- 
uendo and charge. 

Colton Joins Fracus 

Manager Ron Colton begins 
his annual report by writing 
the following: “For the staff, 
the past year has been a diffi¬ 
cult one. We found ourselves re¬ 
sponding to a variety of wild 
allegations. More time was de¬ 
voted in Board meetings to 
acrimonious exchanges than was 
spent on policy development." 
Board members and staff have 
encountered “derisive comments 
and sarcasm” during Board 
meetings, he wrote. “I am proud 
of the professional manner in 
which the staff performed their 
duties, despite the manipulative 
and obnoxious conduct to which 
they have been subjected over 
the last two years.” He also 
wrote, “The surveys which mem¬ 
bers have returned would indicate 
that this tone of negativism is 
not wide spread.’ 

Slate Positions 

The “Rock the Boat” slate’s 
ads cite “the rights of members 
to information^” “listening to

Audit Committee 
Issues Surface

The Greenbelt Homes, Inc. an¬ 
nual report includes both a 
majority and minority report of 
the three member Audit Com¬ 
mittee as well as comments from 
General Manager Ron Colton. In 
the majtttty report, Chair Vir¬ 
ginia Moryadas and member Ed 
James note that the third mem¬ 
ber, James Maher, was absent 
for two-thirds of the meetings 
of the Board and Committee 
while the others attended al¬ 
most all of them. In reply, Ma¬ 
her noted that illness had pre¬ 
vented him from physically at¬ 
tending all meetings during the 
latter part of the audit year, but 
that he had made a concerted 
effort to research the facts con¬ 
cerning all the issues presented 
to the Board by the Committee. 

Computer Systems 

The principal point of issue 
is the use of computers by GHI. 
The committee majority report¬ 
ed that it had had to retain an 
attorney to assist the committee 
in overcoming obstacles present¬ 
ed to the committee. The Board 
president had informed the com¬ 
mittee that it could not inde¬ 
pendently employ its own con¬ 
sultant for the study of the

ReveDues and CARES Counseling 
Reviewed at Budget Worksession

In the city manager’s 
proposed budget for fiscal 
year 1994 (FY94), property 
owners — both residential 
and commercial — will pro¬ 
vide 48 percent of the reve¬ 
nues (taxes) needed to run 
the city for the coming year, 
which begins July 1. The 
total budget is presently set 
at $11,377,800. Council met 
with staff in a worksession 
on April 19 on revenues, 
CARES, and recreation. 
(The recreation budget sto¬ 
ry appeared earlier.) 

Revenues 

Exact information on the state 
of the economy and its affect 
on real estate values, and the 
status of grants from the state 
and county governments is not 
accurately available in early 
April when the budget must be 
presented to council. Determin¬ 
ing revenues for the coming year 
involves educated guesswork. 


City Manager Daniel G. Hobbs 
presented a broad overview of 
budget decision-making from the 
revenue perspective. Last year’s 
revenues, he reported, are lag¬ 
ging about $110,000 behind our 
“conservative estimates.” For the 
past several years residential 
property has continued to rise 
(three to four percent last year) 
while some businesses have suc¬ 
cessfully appealed their tax base 
and are paying less. 

During the past year the city 
has been able to cut its expen¬ 
ditures by a projected $157,800, 
thus offsetting the loss in reve¬ 
nues. The “cost containment,” 
said Hobbs, has cost us “pain, 
disappointment and complaints.” 
Savings came from such things 
as not filling vacancies quickly 
rather than curtailing services. 

Good things sometimes^ rise 
up from the ashes of disappoint¬ 
ment, Hobbs said. 

He noted that Springhill Lake 
(SHL) apartments is now offer¬ 
ing below market housing to 
Greenbelt police officers who will 


trade a substantial discount in 
rent for time patrolling the 
apartment complex- (A proposal 
last year for an additional police 
officer to be paid for by SHL 
and Beltway Plaza fell through 
SHL represents a big loss to 
city revenue, as their property 
assessment was rolled back to 
the 1989 level). 

In arriving at specific amounts 
in the revenue column of the 
budget, Hobbs said he directed 
the finance department staff 
“to make sure the numbers are 
realistic and conservative. We 
want all surprises to be positive.” 

“A monthly financial report 
keeps the staff and council 
abreast of what is happening 
(with both revenues and expen¬ 
ditures), assuring that we end 
the year in balance,” Hobbs told 
council. He plans to hold onto 
the reserves acquired in earlier 
years. That revenue protects the 
city against emergencies and un¬ 
expected changes.

Intolerable Traffic Mess 
Causes City, Feds to React

Over 300 residents of the 
Greenbriar Condominium 
Apartments in Greenbelt 
East signed a petition com¬ 
plaining that they were en¬ 
countering extreme traffic 
congestion at the intersec¬ 
tion of Hanover Parkway 
and Greenbelt Road during 
the early morning and even¬ 
ing rush hours and at noon. 

The petitioners informed the 
Greenbelt City Council on April 
26 that they “cannot and will 
not tolerate the current traffic 
mess.” 

Responding to their appeal in 
a letter to John Higgins, Con¬ 
struction and Operations Engi¬ 
neer for the U.S. Department of 
Transportation (DOT), City 
Manager Daniel G. Hobbs urged 
DOT to pursue specific actions 
to alleviate the difficult prob¬ 
lems caused by the reconstruc¬ 
tion of the Baltimore-Washing- 
ton Parkway/Greenbelt Rio ad 
Interchange and the Greenbelt 
Road bridge spanning the Park¬ 
way. 

During work hours, crews have 
been closing one of the two 
northbound lanes. Hobbs stressed 
that these lane closures on the 
bridge have a “choke effect on 
the road” and have “exacerbated 
an already poor traffic situa¬ 
tion.” 

Reconstruction of the Park¬ 
way ramps and the bridge have 
been underway since late 1991. 
The entire Parkway reconstruc¬ 
tion project is expected to be 
completed by August of 1994- 

Bridge Design 

After the bridge, which is 
actually composed of two bridges, 
is reconstructed, there will be 
four lanes for west-bound traf¬ 
fic and three lanes east-bound, 
a six foot sidewalk on both sides 
of the bridge and a four foot 
median strip. 

The bridge is being widened 
by cantilevering—a method in 
which the bridge is extended on 
each side so that it projects 
beyond the supporting structure. 

Parkway Project Director Tom 
Scott explained that the bridge 
widening was being accomp¬ 
lished in three sections. The first, 
dealing with the east-bound lanes 
has been virtually completed. 
Traffic during this phase was 
confined to the other side of the 
bridge. Work on the second sec¬ 
tion involves reconstruction of 
the westbound lanes. 

The third section will involve 
work on the median strip. The 
bridge, he said, will be substan¬ 
tially complete by early May 
1994. 

Ramp Changes 

Work is underway on relocat¬ 
ing the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway/Greenbelt Road exit 
and entrance ramps. By moving 
the northbound exit ramp at

Police Involvement 

Traffic snarls in the area of 
the Baltimore-Washington Park- 
way/Greenbelt Road reconstruc¬ 
tion area have necessitated the 
stationing of Greenbelt police 
officers in the affected Green¬ 
belt Road intersections during 
periods of congestion. 

In his letter to John Higgins 
of the U-S. Department of 
Transportation, City Manager 
Daniel G. Hobbs said, “we be¬ 
lieve that this is a cost that 
should not be borne directly by 
the citizens of this community 
as we are merely the victims of 
the roadwork congestion and not 
the only beneficiaries.” 

Currently and over the past 
several weeks Greenbelt officers 
were called upon to control traf¬ 
fic during the worst travel 
hours. 

Traffic gridlock was horrend¬ 
ous last week when an accident 
and ongoing construction shut 
down the Parkway. Observed 
from a helicopter flying over 
the scene, WMAL’s traffic re¬ 
porter told his radio listeners 
to use alternate routes—all lead¬ 
ing to Greenbelt Road and a 
massive traffic jam. 

Greenbelt Police Lieutenant 
Dan O’Neil said, “Police not 
only must contend with the traf¬ 
fic congestion but must also 
deal with driver frustration. 
“Sometimes tempers can flare 
especially when drivers find 
themselves in the middle of an 
intersection for 15 to 30 min¬ 
utes.” 


Bulletin 

The Federal Highway Ad¬ 
ministration has advised the 
city that there will be four 
lanes operating at all times 
on the bridge and the traffic 
signals are being adjusted to 
allow more “green time” on 
Greenbelt Road.

GHI Concerns 

I read the ‘ letter from A1 
Freas, President of Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. Board, where he dis¬ 
agreed with my position. I do not 
know if he was speaking for 
the entire Board, I was not 
speaking for the Audit Commit¬ 
tee. I was speaking for myself. 
I still think consideration of any 
leave of absence for the man¬ 
ager is unwise. Until and un¬ 
less the manager clearly states 
that he guarantees a return in 
two years, any consideration of 
a leave of absence is premature 
and fiscally unwarranted. Oth¬ 
erwise. it becomes a unilateral 
contract binding GHI to rehire 
the manager but not requiring 
the manager to return. 

At the candidate’s night, it 
was stated that GHI has a long 
range plan prepared in 1987 and 
that this plan is good for 60 
years. Where is this plan? It 
should be updated regularly. It 
has not been a board item in the 
last two years. The budget should 
reflect this plan but neither 
the board nor audit committee 
had their collective memories 
refreshed so that its relevance 
could be analyzed. We have no 
long range planning committee. 

In the intervening six years 
there have been many technolo¬ 
gical changes which impact cost 
and methods and cannot be in 
the plan. For instance, two years 
ago, GHI bought a computer 
system for over $10,000. Today 
a more powerful and modern 
system doing the same and 
more, can be purchased for less 
than $2,000. This should be con¬ 
sidered in our replacement/ 
maintenance cycle.

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CITY COUNCIL SENDS 
LETTER ON BUS ROUTES

It took the mayor three tries 
to get a motion to adjourn the 
April 26 meeting of the Green¬ 
belt City Council. Among the 
items addressed were approval 
of council member Radney Rob¬ 
erts’ motion to install operable 
windows ip the rear of the fit¬ 
ness center, reappointment of 
Dial Silvers and Ann Manheim- 
er to the Park and Recreation 
Advisory Board and a follow up 
step to council’s public hearing 
on bus service. 

Bus Routes 

Council unanimously approved 
a letter to the Washington 
Metropolitan Transit Authority 
(WMATA) stating the city’s 
concerns about the Metro bus 
routes proposed by the county’s 
Office of Transportation. If ap¬ 
proved by WMATA, the route 
changes would become effective 
when the Metrorail station opens 
in December. 

The letter asks WMATA to 
reevaluate the proposed routes 
paying closer attention to the 
needs for regional transit and 
direct routes to major locations 
and to provide longer service 
areas. 

In addition, the record of the 
April 13 city council hearing on 
the proposed routes and Advis¬ 
ory Planning Board (APB) re¬ 
port 93-3 will be sent to WM¬ 
ATA. The APB argued for bet¬ 
ter transportation between sub¬ 
urban locations, extended hours 
of operation, use of smaller bus¬ 
es where appropriate, continua¬ 
tion of an express bus between 
Greenbelt and New Carrollton 
and direct access from Green¬ 
belt to the University of Mary¬ 
land. APB concludes that “the 
proposal appears to have engen¬ 
dered longer routes, longer 
waits between buses, and mul¬ 
tiple transfers . . this com¬ 
bination of deterrents seems a 
deadly one for the future of 
the transit system in this re¬ 
gion.” 


NEW SCHOOL UPDATE

Next year students within the 
boundaries of Greenbelt Center 
Elementary School will attend 
the new school being built on 
the site of the former North End 
School on Ridge Road. Work 
is proceeding on schedule and 
the school will open on August 
30. 

“We’re moving to get the staff 
in there on time and the kids 
in there on time,” said School 
Board member Suzanne Plog- 
man. 

School system staff are sched¬ 
uled to report to county schools 
on August 25 to get ready for 
the August 30 opening of school 
for students. The new school is 
expected to be ready before that 
so that staff can undertake the 
job of furnishing the building. 
Plogman explained that files 
would be transferred to the new 
school over the summer months- 

At this point, the population 
of the new school would be the 
same as the school it is replac¬ 
ing. While some people have 
asked about transferring Box¬ 
wood students who attend John 
Carroll Elementary School to the 
new school, that transfer is not 
being planned. School boundar- 
ary lines and student attendance 
areas are still subject to court 
desegregation rulings. 

Plogman notes that she has 
asked the superintendent to look 
into the question, but adds that 
until something significant 
changes, nothing would happen 
to transfer those students.

MARC Rail Is Available 
Through Greenbelt Station 

The new Greenbelt MARC 
Commuter Rail Station opened on 
Monday, May 3, on the Camden 
Line between Baltimore and 
Washington. “Area residents who 
work either in Washington or 
Baltimore now have a new, easily 
accessible rail alternative for 
their journey to work/ noted 
County Executive Parris Glenden- 
ing. “Although this commuter mil 
station was paid for by the state 
and will be operated by the 
State’s MARC rail agency, the 
County has worked long and hard 
to coordinate and facilitate its 
planning and construction/ he 
added. 

The new MARC Greenbelt Sta¬ 
tion is part of a unique multi¬ 
modal facility with direct access 
ramps to and from the Capital 
Beltway. Both the commulter rail 
station and the Greenbelt Metro 
Station (to be opened in Decm- 
ber) are located at the site. 

An interim 500-space parking 
lot is available to MARC com¬ 
muters at no charge until the 
full Metro Greenbelt parking lot 
is completed in December. 

Existing MARC commuter rail 
trains on the Camden Line will 
stop at the new Greenbelt sta¬ 
tion with four morning peak per¬ 
iod southbound trains to Wash¬ 
ington’s Union Station and three 
northbound trains to Baltimore’s 
Camden Station. In the evening 
peak period, service is provided 
in four nortbound trains from 
Washington and three south¬ 
bound trains from Baltimore. 

I hope the ounty commuters 
in the service area will give 
this new commuting alterna¬ 
tive a try,” Glendening stated. 

In addition to commuter ser¬ 
vice from the new Greenbelt sta¬ 
tion, county residents who wish 
to take the MARC train to Ori¬ 
oles games can park at the new¬ 
ly-opened station and enjoy di¬ 
rect service to Camden Yards.

Identification Service 

The Mosquito Control Section 
of the Maryland Department of 
Agriculture will begin a free 
tick identification service at its 
laboratories in Riverdale. Salis¬ 
bury, Leonardtown and Annap¬ 
olis. 

“Our goal is to help health 
professionals and the general 
public to identify ticks that may 
be carrying Lyme disease or 
Rocky Mountain spotted fever,” 
State Secretary of Agriculture 
Robert L. Walker said. 

Ticks to be identified should 
be placed in a sealed container 
along with the name, address and 
telephone number of the send¬ 
er, date and location where col¬ 
lected and type of host (human, 
pet, livestock equine, etc.). The 
container should be delivered or 
mailed to the nearest laboratory. 
Results of the identification will 
be available within four work¬ 
ing days. 

Staff will also be available to 
answer questions about tick life 
cycles and to offer advice on 
how to avoid tick bites.

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Court Renders Sunset to Sunrise

In a unanimous decision, 
rendered April 22, the Mary¬ 
land Court of Appeals, the 
supreme court for the state, 
reversed the decisions of two 
lower courts and upheld an 
earlier decision of the Prince 
Georges County Board of 
Administrative Appeals. The 
decision established that 
Sunrise Development Limi¬ 
ted Partnership, et al (Sun¬ 
rise) did not have vested 
rights to build a twin-tower, 
467-unit, 110-foot-tall high- 
rise apartment building upon 
its property located at the 
end of Hanover Drive south 
of the Greenbelt Holiday 
Inn. 

The court found that the con¬ 
struction of a footing in the 
middle of the wooded 9.9591-acre 
property, which could only be 
found by an inspector by meas¬ 
uring off distances to property 
corners, was not adequate notice 
to the general public that a 
building was under construction. 

Without sufficient notice that 
construction had started on the 
building prior to the property's 
being downzoned by the County 
Council, the Board found and the 
Court of Appeals concurred that 
Sunrise had lost its rights to 


build in the R-10 zone, in which 
the property had been zoned prior 
to the rezoning. The rezoning 
occurred when the County Coun¬ 
cil adopted the Sectional Map 
Amendment for Greenbelt and 
other areas. 

The property can now be de¬ 
veloped only in the lower density 
R-18C zone presently established 
for the property. This zone per¬ 
mits the construction of condo¬ 
minium apartments such as the 
Greenbriar Condominiums built 
north of Greenbelt Road on Han¬ 
over Parkway and Mandan Road. 

“Heck of a Job” 

City Solicitor Robert A, Man- 
zi believes that the Court of 
Appeals made the' right decision 
based upon past legal precedents 
and that the lower courts erred 
in their interpretation of case 
law. He is pleased that County 
Executive Parris Glendening and 
County Attorney Michael P- 
Whalen agreed to carry the ap¬ 
peal to the top court in Mary¬ 
land upon the request of the 
Greenbelt City Council. “The 
County Attorney's Office did a 
heck of a job for us.” Manzi 
stated. 

Manzi noted that the Special 
Court of Appeals had affirmed 
the decision of the Circuit Court 
in an unreported opinion. As 
such, its decision did not set 
precedents for future case law. 
It is unusual for the Court of 


Appeals to consider the unre¬ 
ported decision of a lower court, 
he advised, “When they decided 
to take it up, I told Andrea (An¬ 
drea Leahy-Fuchak) of the 
County Attorney's Office who 
handled the case) that I thought 
the County was going to win.” 

According to Manzi, the own¬ 
ers will now be able to build to 
only about half the density that 
thev had originally planned. De¬ 
velopment will most probably 
occur in three-story garden 
apartment buildings, he thought, 
although it is possible to build 
high-rise apartments having ele¬ 
vators. Manzi felt that the in¬ 
creased cost of this type of con¬ 
struction and the strict parking 
requirements would make this 
type of apartment building un¬ 
likely. 

“Not having this high-density 
apartment project will certainly 
help to ease future traffic con¬ 
gestion in the Greenbelt East 
area,” he commented. 

9/1,000.000 Occupancy 

In its opinion, the court stat¬ 
ed that “the pouring of a single 
2’ x 2’ footing in the center of 
a nearly ten-acre wooded site 
is the only construction to which 
Sunrise can point for its vested 
rights argument.” (A second 
footing for a retaining wall was 
not done until the day after the 
county rezoned the property.) 
“A four square foot footing oc¬

“The evidence,” according to 
the opinion,” is that building 
inspectors, who knew that the 
footing had been poured and 
who were on the property look¬ 
ing for the footing, could not 
see where it was. They were able 
to locate it only by use of the 
site plan. A member of the pub¬ 
lic is not required to be equipped 
with the column footing version 
of the site plan to observe if 
this construction had started.” 

“Readily See and Recognize” 

In reaching its conclusion, the 
court relied upon a standard set 
forth by Judge Horney for the 
court in Rupp v. Earl H. Cline 
& Sons. Judge Horney, as quot¬ 
ed by the court, had stated that 
“before there can be the com¬ 
mencement of a building (or an¬ 
other project) . . . there must 
be (1) a manifest commence¬ 
ment of some work of labor on 
the ground which every one can 
readily see and recognize as the 
commencement (of the under¬ 
taking) . . . and 2() the work 
done must have been begun with 
the (intention and purpose then 
formed to continue the work un¬ 
til the completion of the build¬ 
ing (or other endeavor).” 

Chutzpah 

In a second argument. Sun¬ 
rise had contended that the 
Board of Administrative Ap- 


terized Sunrise's argument as 
“devoid of merit, although not 
of chutzpah,” 

As a final blow to Sunrise, 
the Court ordered Sunrise to 
pay the court costs in that court 
and in the Court of Special Ap¬ 
peals.

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History of Sunrise

Sunrise was rezoned by the 
District Council (another title 
for the County Council and, be¬ 
fore charter, the Board of Coun¬ 
ty Commissioner) in the 1960s 
mm a part of massive rezenifrigs 
in the Greenbdt East area prior 
to adoption by the County of a 
master plan for Greenbelt and 
vicinity* At that time, the Sun¬ 
rise property was not within the 
city* The only development 
within the entire area waa a few 
farm dwellings* 

The Sunrise property was 
subsequently subdivided, but for 
years waa served only by paper 
roads* That subdivision, howev¬ 
er, occurred prior to modern sub¬ 
division regulations, which re¬ 
quire that there be adequate 
public facilities (streets, water, 
•ewerage, etc.) before subdivision 
can occur. Also, because the sub¬ 


division was not within the city 
limits at the time, there was no 
opportunity for city review. An¬ 
nexation did not take place until 
1964. 

Despite re zoning and subdivis¬ 
ion, development never got off 
the ground. There were changes 
of ownership and problems of 
access, financing and low demand 
for rental apartments. However, 
by 1985, there was movement 
by the developer toward build¬ 
ing the apartment complex. The 
county executive had offered tax- 
exempt Industrial Development 
Bonds so that a more luxurious 
complex would be constructed. 

This action brought an angry 
response from the Greenbelt City 
Council, leading to meetings with 
the county executive and his 
representatives that resulted in 
a memorandum of understanding 
on traffic and timetables for road 
construction in Greenbelt East 


and on park land acquisition in 
the core of the city. 

Commercial Building at 

In 1987 the developers ex¬ 
plored the possibility of construc¬ 
ting a commercial office complex 
on the site. While there was some 
interest in this idea by city and 
county officials, it became appar¬ 
ent that the City Council would 
not support the necessary rezon¬ 
ing unless the commercial devel¬ 
opment was scaled down to less 
than the 450,000 square feet 
which the owners felt was the 
minimum needed to make the 
project financially feasible. Dur¬ 
ing this period the developers also 
met with the Greenbelt East Ad¬ 
visory Coalition to determine the 
preferences of the homeowner** 
associations. 

Lamenting that they had be¬ 
come weary of the whole pro¬ 
cess, the owners in 1989 nego¬ 
tiated a contingency contract 
with Trammel Crowe Company. 
This national residential devel- 
opment firm proposed building

We, your neighbors in the Greenbelt Homes, Inc. cooperative community, ask 
you to vote for us for membership on the GHI Board of Directors: Virginia Mory- 
adas, Walter Morse, Ed James, Robert Rashkin, and Kathleen Weber. 

We believe the time has come to remove the present majority on the GHI 
Board. 

Our reasons include the following:: 

1. The GHI membership, at the last Annual Meeting, voted to make the sal¬ 
aries of GHI staff members available. The present Board majority has refused to 
comply with this directive. 

2. It has refused to allow that salary information to be made available even 
to GHI Board members—eyen though it is necessary for Board members in per¬ 
forming their duty to monitor implementation of the personnel guidelines which 
it itself adopted* 

3. It has persistently abetted the General Manager's efforts to thwart man¬ 
agement-performance investigation by the GHI Audit Committee. The Audit 
Committee was created for that very purpose. It is separately funded by a bud¬ 
get appropriation specified in the Bylaws in order to prevent interference with its 
job: protection of the membership by seeking and disclosing evidence of fiscal or 
management malfunction. 

4. It is remiss in its ongoing duty to maintain the physical conditions of GHI 
homes. 

5. More than a year ago, the present Board majority voted to insert in new 
GHI member ownership contracts, a provision specifying that if such member 
sues GHI and loses, that member is requred to pay not only his or her own law¬ 
yer's fees and other legal expenses, but also those of GHI's plus its administrative 
expenses related to the suit. This is obviously intended to intimidate members 
who wish to protect their legal rights. This provision does not apply to suppliers 
contractors, employees and others who have contractual relations with GHI. This 
provision is outrageous and the new Board members whose candidacy we endorse 
will vote to annul it. 

6. It has allowed the General Manager to charge grossly excessive fee-for- 
service prices in comparison with those charged by independent contractors. 

7. It has failed to act to correct serious problems in the resale process, includ¬ 
ing charging members for pre-existing conditions, despite the Manager's May, 
1992 recommendations for change. 

For all of these reasons and more, we urge you to vote for Virginia Moryadas, 
Walter Morse, Ed James, Robert Rashkin, and Kathleen Weber.

a 470-unit mid-rise apartment 
complex -comprised of six build¬ 
ings. Prince Georges Councilman 
Richard 'Castaldi and the city 
council opposed this proposal, 
noting that there would be 
greater density than the neigh¬ 
boring apartments. Trammel 
Crowe then pulled out. 

Construction Announced 

Frustrated and concerned 
about the tract's status in the 
new master plan and the possi¬ 
bility of its being rezoned to 
a less dense zoning category, the 
developers announced that they 
were moving ahead on construc¬ 
tion with their original proposal 
for a 657-unit twin towered 11- 
story high-rise apartment com¬ 
plex connected by a two-story fo¬ 
yer, lobby, office and reception 
area. 

A site plan was submitted, 
reviewed and commented upon 
by the county planning staff and 
the city, and, in September 1989 
was approved. In December 1989, 
Sunrise was issued permits 
based on the approved site plan 
by the county for grading/site 
work/landacaping, and by the 
city for a temporary construc¬ 
tion entrance. 

Sunrise excavated and poured 
a column footing on or about 
December 20, 1989, covering it 
with plastic and straw to protect 
iit from the weather, and in¬ 
stalled a snow fence on Decem¬ 
ber 22, 1989. Neither the county 
nor the city was aware of the 
work. A registered engineer did 
certify the excavation and re- 
ommended its pouring as re¬ 
quired by the County. 

Testimony before the Board 
of Appeals at a later date indi¬ 
cated that this footing waa to 
support one comer of a canopy 
over the driveway in front of 
the building entrance. However, 
an architect’s rendering for the 
building submitted at the same 
hearing indicated that the can¬ 
opy would be supported by a 
central column instead of one ait 
each comer. The fact that the 
footing appeared to be mislocated 
was never made an issue by the 
board or in the court reviews. 

In February, 1990 the county 
issued a grading permit and 
clearing and grading were per¬ 
formed in late April. In March 
1990 Sunrise applied for a re¬ 
vision in its building permit to 
allow construction of a retaining 


wall. The permit was issued on 
May 1. 

Stop Work Ordsr 

On that very same day, the 
Prince Georges County Council 
adopted a sectional map amend¬ 
ment which effectively downzoned 
the property from the R-10 to 
R-18-C. That change in zoning 
became effective immediately. On 
May 2, Sunrise excavated the 
footing for the retaining wall. 
This work was discovered by the 
city the following day. Believing 
that no construction work had 
been done on the property prior 
to the rezoning, the city notified 
the county, and a stop work or¬ 
der was issued. Ths order was to 
remain in effect until Sunrise ob¬ 
tained permits for development of 
the property in accordance with 
the R-18-C zoning classification. 

Sunrise appealed the stop work 
order to the Board of Appeals 
for Prince Georges County, which 
subsequently conducted a public 
•hearing and rendered its decis¬ 
ion upholding the stop work or¬ 
der. Subsequently, Sunrise ap¬ 
pealed the decision to ths Cir¬ 
cuit Court 

Later, at a meeting in Feb¬ 
ruary 1991, the Sunrise develop¬ 
ers were unable to persuade the 
city council to support their 
tition to the county council for a 
reversal of the decision made in 
the -Sectional Map Amendment 
adopted May 1, 1990, when the 
9.9 acre site was downzoned 
from R-10 to R-18-C, In this at¬ 
tempt, the developers offered to 
provide several amenities to en¬ 
hance their approved site plan. 
These included building condo¬ 
miniums rather than apartments, 
contributing $25,000 to the devel¬ 
opment of Schrom Hills Park and 
various traffic and signal im¬ 
provements. 

In July, 1991 Judge Levin 
found that the single column 
footing gave vested rights to 
Sunrise for the R-10 zoning and 
reversed the order of the Board 
of Appeals enforcing the atop 
work order. 

The county subsequently ap¬ 
pealed that decision to the Court 
of Special Appeals and when 
that court upheld Judge Levin’s 
decision, then submitted an ap¬ 
peal to Maryland's supreme 
court, the Court of Appeals, 
(which now has rendered the 
final decision in the case.

The Nominations and El¬ 
ection Committee of Green- 
belt Homes Inc, sponsored 
a Candidate's Night forum 
on May 6, The session which 
was attended by a small 
group of members was also 
televised on the city's TV 
channel B-10. Holley Wal¬ 
lace, N&E Committee, set 
the ground rules and intro¬ 
duced candidates. Each was 
allowed a brief time to dis¬ 
cuss whatever issues they 
wished and following all pre¬ 
sentations, questions were 
fielded from the audience. 
The 10 candidates for five 
seats on the GHI board 
spoke first. 

Candidates for the Hoard 

John O’Boyle started off by 
noting that his house is the 
one on Ridge Road with the 
turret, He is building and run¬ 
ning a successful business in 
Greenbelt. He was a ‘house 
manager* at Arena Stage, He 
emphasized the importance of 
the structure and the people who 
live in the structures. Members 
are bound together by a com¬ 
mon financial tie. O’Boyle has 
interests in improved homes and 
gardens; woodlands; inner walk¬ 
ways; and a more personal 
touch in the handling of mem¬ 
ber issues. 

Wayne Williams used his time 
to review successes and failures 
of the cooperative over the year. 
He stressed the financial stabil¬ 
ity of GHI with four years of 
healthy budgets and the amount 
of preventive maintenance that 
has been accomplished. Williams 
is encouraging the Woodlands 
Committee to study the various 
issues. He discussed the impor¬ 
tance of reviewing the bylaws 
in the coming year and the need 
for GHI to do more in the area 
of recycling. 

Betty Deitch in a brief address 
commented on her pride in 
Greenbelt and the court she lives 
in (3 court Crescent), especially 
in the Spring. She stressed her 
insistence and persistence which 
has brought vinyl siding to the 
block homes. She feels that it 
is a privilege to serve on the 
board even when it involves long 
meetings, phone calls, and sleep¬ 
less nights worrying. Deitch end¬ 
ed by stating that GHI should 
be a place “we want to come 
home to.” 

Robert Rashkin was unable 
to attend and Virginia Moryadas 
read a brief address. For more 
than five years Rashkin has 
been involved in the 4udit, A&E, 
and Woodland Committees. 
He emphasized maintenance¬ 
sharing among members, citing 
the community effort to com¬ 
plete a path recently in North 
End. 

Moryadas then described her 
background as a previous board 
member during rehab. She is cur¬ 
rently the chair of the Audit 
Committee. Her highest priority 
is fiscal responsibility. We need 
to improve our property through 
maintenance, she said. She com¬ 
mented on roof and porch de¬ 
terioration. Moryadas also is 
concerned about the lack of re¬ 
sale standards and the lack of 
records on additions. 

Alan Freas stressed that he 
is a current board member and 
was on the board when replace¬ 
ment reserves were established. 
He discussed his issues as sev¬ 


eral spokes in a wheel that will 
keep GHI rolling steadily for¬ 
ward. These spokes include ex¬ 
panded communications; low 
member charges; and woodland 
issues. 

Walter Morse is a relative 
newcomer to GHI who has al¬ 
ways had an interest in coop¬ 
eratives. He is a retired Gov¬ 
ernment lawyer and a member 
of Mensa. the ACLU, NARFE. 
among other organizations. His 
interest in the board began over 
the issue of disclosure of the 
General Manager’s salary at last 
year’s annual meeting and he 
has been very active since then. 

Bill Phelan is the City’s hor¬ 
ticulturist and emphasized this 
interest when describing top is¬ 
sues. He was chair of the Wood¬ 
lands Committee. He is inter¬ 
ested in open space and upgrad¬ 
ing of homes- Phelan emphasized 
the need for even-handed follow¬ 
ing of the GHI Yard Standards 
and reminded members that they 
should be cooperative in their 
activities. He indicated that the 
board should reexamine situa¬ 
tions in which members are held 
responsible for problems that 
were present in their homes 
when they moved in. 

Kathleen Weber stated that 
she has been mainly a house¬ 
wife in her years in GHI- She 
liked the rehab as it preserved 
homes for the future. She 
stressed that we are living in 
a little piece of paradise here. 
We’re sheltered. We must work 
together to preserve this. She 
feels that there is an arrogance 
among some members of the cur¬ 
rent board. Weber summarized 
by indicating that although she 
does not have the credentials of 
some of the other candidates, 
she has always been a handyman. 
She wants more unity between 
board, staff, and members. 

Ed James was the last can¬ 
didate for the board to speak. 
He mentioned that he has been 
on both the board and the audit 
committee and has only missed 
two board meetings in the last 
two years. He is involved in 
many city and GHI activities. 
James stressed that his presen¬ 
tation was brief as most mem¬ 
bers already know him. 

Audit Committee 

Wallace next introduced the 
four members running for three 
places on the Audit Committee. 

Alan Turnbull is a planner for 
the National Park Service, work¬ 
ing on budgets, performance re¬ 
views, and appropriations, which 
he feels will be useful on the 
Audit Committee. He loves liv¬ 
ing in GHI and will work for 
harmony on the committee, but 
will not compromise his basic 
interests. He stressed stability— 
that members have confidence 
in the organization and seek out 
solutions to problems. 

John Mongelli has raised four 
children in Greenbelt and has a 
high stake in the community. He 
has been on the board and the 
complaint committee His main 
commitment would be to over¬ 
see the activities, not to man¬ 
age them. He wants to ensure 
that member complaints are re¬ 
solved. 

James Maher was not at the 
meeting due to an illness in the 
family, 

Ronnie Scotkin decided at the 
last moment to run for the 
Audit Committee. She indicated 
that she was encouraged by oth¬ 
er members to become a candi¬ 
date. Although a newcomer to 
GHI, she knows how to examine 


facts. She is a policy analyst 
for the Federal Government, but 
once lived in Philadelphia where 
she was an activist involved in 
consumer complaints. 

Questions 

Eunice Coxen opened the ques¬ 
tions from the audience. Stye 
indicated that she sees a creep¬ 
ing veil of secrecy on the board. 
Coxen’s concern centered on the 
fact that the board, although 
only a few weeks from an elec¬ 
tion, almost voted to give the 
General Manager a two-year 
leave of absence. She also asked 
aq* ssaappn o; s^uaqumout etp 
directive from last year’s an¬ 
nual meeting on divulging staff 
salaries. 

Williams in response indicated 
that he feels the issue of divulg¬ 
ing the salaries of staff should 
be included in a re-write of the 
bylaws if this is really what the 
members want. He is against 
providing specific salaries, but 
agrees that salary ranges are 
fine. GHI member Irving Siegal 
countered that he was not aware 
that the current bylaws forbid 
salary disclosure, Williams stated 
that there are various interpre¬ 
tations to the bylaws. 

Freas agreed with the idea 
of salary ranges. Deitch indicat¬ 
ed that the Condo she works at 
would definitely not discuss sal¬ 
aries- In reply to a reference to 
the open salaries of Federal em¬ 
ployees, she sated that you can¬ 
not compare the GHI situation 
to the Federal Government. 
O’Boyle indicated that if the 
members really want salaries 
open, then he would agree to it. 
He is just not convinced that 
the members are really aware 
of the ramifications of open sal¬ 
aries. Phelan stated that he was 
against granting a leave of ab¬ 
sence to the general manager- 
Phelan is for salary ranges being 
public information. 

Long-Term Planning? 

Nat Shinderman asked Morya¬ 
das about her statement that 
there was no long-term planning 
in GHI. He referred to actions 
in 1987 that set up a long-range 
planning process for mainte¬ 
nance. Moryadas in response ar¬ 
gued that there is no plan and 
that there has been no reference 
to it for two years. She said a 
plan needs to be periodically 
massaged and updated. Shinder¬ 
man disagreed, saying that the 
budget shows what activities are

proposed. Moryadas countered by 
stating that activities listed are 
not always completed and many 
items in the budget never take 
place. 

Board member and former GHI 
board president Margaret Hogen- 
sen asked the incumbents to 
comment on current plans in the 
budget. Williams indicated that 
a number of milestones were 
coming up. The board is trying 
to see what major problems may 
arise before the rehab mortgage 
is laid to rest. It is true that 
the board has had to delay ac¬ 
tivities in a few areas to keep 
monthly charges down, but he 
doesn’t feel that these projects 
are completely gone. Freas add¬ 
ed that the unexpected very large 
increase in property taxes caused 
the board to cut back on some 
activities so as to lessen its im¬ 
pact on monthly charges. 

Listening? 

GHI member Ben Elkins stat¬ 
ed that the present board is 
not listening to the community. 
He feels that the long range 
plan is a crisis plan. When will 
the board admit that there are 
serious problems? Williams re¬ 
sponded by stating that he is on 
many boards and activities 
around the community; is dedi¬ 
cated to GHI; and listens to is¬ 
sues. Freas indicated that GHI 
is trying to complete all main¬ 
tenance activities as quickly as 
possible. 

Member Brian Almquist stated 
a concern about a change in the 
Mutual-Ownership Contract that 
refers to members as tenants- Is 
GHI becoming a rental commun¬ 
ity? On this question, the can¬ 
didates were united. Monyadas 
stated that the state law indi¬ 
cates the wording of ownership 
contracts for cooperatives. The 
board considers all GHI resi¬ 
dents as members and are tech¬ 
nically ‘tenant-owners.’ Almquist 
asked if this wording makes it 
easier to evict members. Williams 
stated that it is easier to collect 
back monies owed by members. 
Moryadas further stated that 
evictions can only be carried out 
through the courts. 


Leave 

The last major question area 
reverted to the issue of granting 
a leave of absence to the gen¬ 
eral manager. Current board 
member Don Comis asked the 
incumbents how they had voted 
at a recent board meeting on a 
motion to table a discussion of 
the leave of absence. The de¬ 
scription of the tabling motion 
was confusing, but it appeared 
to center around the issue of 
whether not tabling the motion 
meant that a board member was 
planning to vote to approve the 
leave of absence. To clarify, Co- 
mis then asked if the incumbents 
would promise not to vote on 
that issue at the last board 
meeting before the election. Wil¬ 
liams indicated that he resented 
Comis’ question and would not 
promise beforehand how he would 
vote on issues. 

Morse commented that six days 
before the election, the board 
will have the chance to grant 
a two-year contract to the gen¬ 
eral manager. If that is granted 
it would certainly affect the 
chances of getting a good re¬ 
placement. There was general 
talk of the membership voiding 
such a contract, but it was agreed 
that such a contract is binding 
and certainly legal opinion would 
have to be sought. 

N&E member Wallace then 
brought the session to a close 
and thanked all who had par¬ 
ticipated.

computer systems. Subsequently, 
both the Audit Committee and 
CHI Attorneys agreed' that the 
committee could hire its own 
consultant. Maher, who was not 
a committee member at the time 
the attorney was employed, con¬ 
tends that the committee should 
have waited for an opinion from 
the GHH attorney before em¬ 
ploying one of its own. 

The committee, using a man¬ 
agement and computer consult¬ 
ant who Colton alleges to be 
Moryadas’s business partner, 
found that GHI is using three 
different computer systems, and 
that they are not integrated, 
although there are plans to do 
so. They found that all systems 
were purchased after careful 
shopping by management except 
for the fiscal computer. The 
maintenance computer is old and 
requires continuous maintenance. 
The majority questioned the com¬ 
puter maintenance contract be¬ 
cause changes were made to 
the specifications after the con¬ 
tract was awarded. The major¬ 
ity found the security system 
to be cumbersome and had asked 
for specific information in or¬ 
der to evaluate it, but had never 
received the information. They 
also made three recommenda¬ 
tions to the board, none of 
which were implemented: to es¬ 
tablish a computer advisory 
committee, develop a data base 
of the co-op's assets and train 
a staff person as an integrated 
systems manager. 

Maher advises that, except for 
the maintenance system, all com¬ 
puter systems are in agreement, 
that the maintenance agreement 
includes the replacement of un¬ 
serviceable parts, and that there 


is a security system in which 
each person has his/her own 
password with only the Finance 
Director, his assistant and the 
computer service company hav¬ 
ing access to all aspects of the 
system. Maher contends that the 
proposed computer advisory com¬ 
mittee was defeated because a 
previous. committee was ineffec¬ 
tive, that GHI is presently in 
the process of researching a data 
base for integrated fiscal and 
maintenance information and 
that an employee is the trained 
integrated systems manager. 

Colton reports that much staff 
time was devoted to responding 
to a series of accusations made 
by the majority of the commit¬ 
tee. He requested the board to 
take the charges seriously and 
to employ an independent con¬ 
sultant, even though the system 
performs ail of the functions 
that are required. However, on 
three occasions, motions to seek 
proposals for a consultant were 
defeated by the board. 

Fees for Service 

The committee majority ex¬ 
pressed concern that GHI need¬ 
ed to be licensed by the State 
of Maryland in order to per¬ 
form its fee-for-service pro¬ 
gram and obtained a legal opin¬ 
ion from the GHI attorney. The 
majority found the resulting 
opinion to be inconclusive. 

Maher contends that if one 
reads the entire four page opin¬ 
ion, fee-for-service does not need 
a state license. He notes that 
GHI is the owner of the prop¬ 
erty upon which it is perform¬ 
ing work under this program 
and that only outside contrac¬ 
tors need to be licensed. 

Attorney Fees 

After the Audit Committee’s 
budget was charged $2,000 for 
the attorney’s opinion letter, the 
majority, who believed the work

could be done for $500, decided 
to look into legal fees. They 
reported that at first manage¬ 
ment denied access because con¬ 
fidential information was in¬ 
volved, but that management 
was then instructed to do 
so by the board. Subsequently 
the committee’s consultant was 
denied access to the information. 

Maher reports that the con¬ 
sultant was denied access because 
he was represented to GHI as 
a computer consultant only and 
was not a GHI member. While 
all committee members have seen 
the billings, Maher finds the in¬ 
formation available to be not 
useful without the ability to 
compare dollars spent to the 
information gathered or the re¬ 
sults of the time spent. 

Committee Expenses 

Audit Committee expenses 
were $190 for the employment 
of its own attorney and $2,000 
for the opinion letter from the 
GHI attorney. James and Morya- 
das stated that the Board of Di¬ 
rectors allocated additional funds 
for this expenditure. Maher 
stated that the board did not 
respond to the committee’s in¬ 
quiry and that the $1,000 spent 
above the allowed budget is 
charged to the committee as an 
over expenditure of budgeted 
funds.

our members,” “following the 
bylaws” and “courteous treat¬ 
ment” as examples of what they 
believe is needed. In an ad last 
week they list such things as 
“Deteriorating Frame Roofs,” 
“Rotten Porches” and “‘Sunken 
Sidewalks” and ask “Do you want 
to continue with the same con¬ 
ditions?” The slogan “Esqper- 
ience, Stability and New Ideas” 
is used in the advertising of the 
other slate, “Your Team.” Their 
ad last week promised they 
would: “Expand Communications 
with Members,” “Maintain Ex¬ 
isting Replacement Program to 
Avoid Costly Rehab,” “Start 
New Volunteer Programs to 
Meet Members’ Special Needs,” 
“Re-evaluate Policy on Pre¬ 
existent Conditions Violating 
Current Standards,* and “Main¬ 
tain the Timeliness and Quality 
of Maintenance Services at High 
Level. 

Colton, himself, has become an 
issue in his desire for a two-

Video Store Gets 
Parking Waiver 

Center Video has received a 
parking waiver for four required 
parking spaces at its store in 
Roosevelt Center. The waiver 
was granted by the Prince Geor¬ 
ges Plannng Board on March 
25 and will become final unless 
appealed within 30 calendar days 
of April 26 when the notice of 
decision was rendered. 

The board found that there 
were 57 parking spaces at Roo¬ 
sevelt Center in excess of actual 
parking demands. A total of 359 
spaces are available at the cen¬ 
ter. The board further noted 
a city survey which found that 
as many as half of the parking 
spaces were unoccupied during 
the peak parking hour on Fri¬ 
day and Saturday evenings. The 
report further notes that there 
are practical difficulties asso¬ 
ciated with providing additional 
on-site parking because the area 
was developed prior to zoning 
and planning laws. 

In rendering the approval, the 
Planning Board imposed two 
conditions: (1) Any additional 
divisions of the building will re¬ 
quire further parking waivers 
and (2) The departure is in 
effect only for the video rental 
business and any use exhibiting 
a higher parking generation can 
not be established without a 
new departure request 

The City of Greenbelt had op¬ 
posed the departure, which was 
not sought in advance of the 
opening of the video store. The 
city had cited past illegal and 
dangerous parking practic es

No big cost increases were the theme of the review 
of the proposed budget for Department of Public Works 
for Fiscal year 1993/94. The total departmental budget 
of $1,689,000 and salary budget of $1,280,200 are close 
in amount to that of the last few years. The work ses¬ 
sion discussing the Public Work budget was held on Tues¬ 
day, April 27 in the city council chambers. Council, staff, 
and public works employees were in attendance. 



The Public Works Department 
maintains the parks, streets, and 
buildings in the city. At the 
meeting council reviewed the 
budgets for the department as 
a whole, the parks crew, street 
maintenance, bus service, equip¬ 
ment, traffic control, municipal 
building upkeep, Roosevelt Cen¬ 
ter, and the city cemetery. 

The goal for fiscal year 1993/ 
94 is for the Public Works De¬ 
partment to maintain its current 
level of services in a time of 
fiscal restraints even with the 
new facilities that were recently 
added. The fiscal restraints mean 
that some vacant positions can 
not be filled and staffing is 
not up to tbe levels of previous 
years- 

“I have good people and an 
excellent department,” said Carl 
Hirsch, Public Works Director. 
He said he thought the depart¬ 
ment should be taking care of 
the city rather than being a 
caretaker. He said the depart¬ 
ment is looking to the future to 
see where work is needed and 
things that have been neglected 
in the past are being repaired- 


More People Needed 

One problem is that more peo¬ 
ple need to be hired to bring 
some of the crews up to where 
they should be, he said. “We 
are wearing thin in some 
areas.” he continued, “and if 
someone is out sick another crew 
has to be broken up.” 

Some of the dozen public works 
employees in attendance empha¬ 
sized this point using their own 
experience as examples. Tim 
Houchens said he did all the 
building equipment maintenance 
and the outdoor lighting repair. 
He said he needs more help. 
Houchens pointed out that the 
city needs to maintain in good 
condition all the new buildings. 

Horticulturist Bill Phelan said 
that he and Richard Mills (in 
charge of the parks crew), have 
more and more to take care of 
without a proportional increase 
in staff. 

Parks 

The parks crew of the Public 
Works Department is responsible 
for maintaining the citys 483 
acres of parks, 29 playgrounds, 
and seven ball field complexes- 
For personnel expenses $368,- 


400 is proposed and $546,700 for 
total parks maintenance expen¬ 
ditures in fiscal year 1993-94- 

Hirsch said a number of pro¬ 
jects are being done, such as 
making the “Buddy” Attick Lake 
Park comparable with the Ameri- 
can Disabilities Act and erosion 
control at the Lake Park. 

Council members talked at 
length, but reached no conclus¬ 
ion about making the toilets in 
the Lake Park accessible to the 
disabled. 

Hank Irving, Director of the 
Department of Recreation, said 
that about one-half of the play¬ 
grounds in the city are accessi¬ 
ble to the disabled, but that not 
every piece of playground equip¬ 
ment is. 

Streets 

Maintenance of streets, includ¬ 
ing snow removal is expected to 
cost $569,000 in fiscal year 
1993-94. With over 24 miles of 
streets to maintain, maintenance 
per mile is estimated at $36,302. 
Highlights of this year include; 
bringing city facilities into com¬ 
pliance with the Americans with 
Disabilities Act, monitoring the 
taking over responsibility from 
the county for the storm water 
management in the city, and a 
new purchase (at $6000) of a 
sidewalk grinder. The grinder is 
used to take off the uneven 
tops of sidewalk slabs pushed 
up by tree roots. 

It is expected that the city’s 
intra city bus service will have 
about 7200 riders in this fiscal 
year. Funding for the service 
will be $73,700 with $6000 of 
that coming from bus fares- This 
proportion of bus fares to city 
funds is similar to that of pre¬ 
vious years. 

For maintenance of equipment. 
$224,800 is allocated. 

For traffic control, $69,100 is 
allocated. This includes paint¬ 
ing traffic and parking lines, in¬ 
stalling reflective traffic guides, 
and installing traffic control and 
street name signs. Plastic tape 
is being used for center lines on 
newly paved streets. It is more 
expensive up front but lasts 
longer than paint. 

The estimated cost of upkeep 
of the municipal building in FY 
1993/94 is $75,100. 

In the Roosevelt Center Mall 
the parks crew cares for the 
plants, and empties the trash. 
The estimated cost for this plus, 
water and electrical service and 
other upkeep is $54,400- 

For upkeep of the city ceme¬ 
tery, $2500 is allocated. It is 


located on Ivy Lane near Capi¬ 
tal Office Park. 

Capital Projects 
Several Public Works projects 
will be funded out of the Capi¬ 
tol Projects Fund including $5,000 
for Municipal Building remodel¬ 
ling, $30,000 Public Works salt 
storage shed, $20,000 for side¬ 
walk repair, $15,000 work on 
the police station heating, ven¬ 
tilation, and air conditioning sys¬ 
tems, $2,000 for work on the 
Olivewood drainage pipe (which 
has collapsed), and $50,000 for 
work to comply with the Ameri¬ 
cans with Disabilities Act The 
city has a record of good faith 
effort to comply with the ADA, 
said city manager Dan Hobbs. 
It plans to deal first with the 
reasonable needs, he continued.

Greenbelt Road further east, its 
present connection with the exit 
lanes from Greenway Center 
will be eliminated, forming in¬ 
stead what is called split T’s. 
Currently the flow of traffic in 
two directions off the Parkway 
and out of the shopping center 
causes hazardous backups on to 
the Parkway. 

Since this new exit ramp will 
be moved closer to the Green- 
briar development, a buffer of 
trees will be planted once the 
construction is complete. 

The existing ramps across from 
Greenway Center will be closed 
when the new ramps open later 
this summer, Scott said. 

Residents have also complained 
about encountering unsafe dips, 
bumps and rough pavement as 
they exit and enter the Parkway 
southbound to and from South- 
way- Scott said that about five 
inches of asphalt must still oe 
applied to the surface of the 
road. 

Scott reminds drivers that the 
speed limit on the Parkway 
through the construction zone is 
35 miles an hour. He noted that 
90% of the accidents are caused 
by people going too fast in the 
construction area.

Two-Year Budgeting? 

In response to a question from 
council member Edward Putens, 
“have we dropped the two-year 
budgeting concept?” Hobbs re¬ 
plied, “Yes” Hobbs considers 
the times too turbulent to be 
able to project accurately that 
far into the future, 

Jeff Williams, deputy city 
treasurer, indicated the staff’s 
current expectation of a 5.7 
percent growth in revenues this 
year—-most coming from resi¬ 
dential real estate. The budget 
expects some further abatement 
(loss of value) in commercial 
real property. For utilities, whose 
normal growth is three to five 
percent annually. Williams pro¬ 
jects a three percent growth, 
$175,000. For tax on personal 
property (business inventory), 
$1,105,000 Williams projects no 
increase except to add $100,000 
for a new and very large busi¬ 
ness. (Next year will see anoth¬ 
er significant increase resulting 
from the new addition at the 
Beltway Plaza);. Local income 
taxes are projected to remain 
the same, $1,162,000; also the 
admissions and amusement tax. 
$550,000. 

Additional Aquatic and Fitness 
Center passes expected io be sold 
with the opening of the fitness 
center this summer will bring 
in $70,000 in new revenue in 
FY94. 

Other Sources 

Both the state and county pro¬ 
vide funds to the city for spe¬ 
cific services. State aid for po¬ 
lice protection, $263,900, while 
up over the past two years, is 


still well below the 1991 level. 
Similarly, the grant for Green- 
belt CARES Youth Service Bu¬ 
reau, $75,700, is well below 
FY91. A special category of as¬ 
sistance for drug-and alcohol- 
related crimes, began last year, 
brings the city $37,500- 

The losses of grants from the 
county have been somewhat less 
severe, but this year’s county 
budget has not been adopted 
yet, so the city is still guessing 
what the final figures might be. 

CARES 

Carol Leventhal. director of 
CARES, told council she is now 
anticipating a four percent in¬ 
crease in state aid and the same 
amount as last year from the 
county-—‘both reflect more funds 
than anticipated when the pro¬ 
posed budget was prepared, but 
still less than received in 1991. 
The total funds projected for this 
year are $242,000. up 8.5 percent 
ever last year. Most of the in¬ 
crease, Leventhal explained to 
council, goes to pay for a full¬ 
time family counselor for the 
entire year- The new counselor 
was hired part-way into this 
fiscal year- 

Leventhal spoke of the success 
of a new teen discussion group 
at Greenbelt Middle School and 
an AIDS workshop at Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School. She and 
her staff are considering wheth¬ 
er to impose a one-time regis¬ 
tration fee for users of the tu¬ 
toring program. The extra dol¬ 
lars would help pay for security 
checks for the tutors; Council 
member Antoinette Bram asked 
whether Leventhal had consid¬ 
ered a charge per visit, perhaps

$5 for those who use the coun¬ 
seling service. Leventhal said she 
is concerned that these are peo¬ 
ple who need the service and 
cannot pay. She offered to look 
at what other municipal youth 
service bureaus were doing. She 
gave council some statistics—44 
percent of those families in the 
counseling program, up from 40 
percent last year, are beaded by 
a single parent—mostly women 
in service positions. Council 
members Rodney Roberts, Thom¬ 
as White and Putens said they

weren’t interested in charging 
for the service. Leventhal did 
explain there is a donations bas¬ 
ket. though it is not often used. 

Asked by council for her wish 
list, Leventhal would like to see 
the half-time position of educa¬ 
tional-vocational counselor in¬ 
creased to full time. An increas¬ 
ing number of students are tak¬ 
ing the city’s classes to prepare 
for the GED. high school equiv¬ 
alency exam. Increasingly, they 
fail. The students are so poorly 
prepared, the counselor is re¬ 
vamping the course to stress 
remedial work. “There is a prob¬ 
lem, said Leventhal, “with how 
we are rearing young children 
today. Many are not receiving 
the discipline needed to succeed 
in school.”
